Whon Escanaba voters £•<> to tin* polls Monday to choose 
tw o members of th e city council tiicv will U* takin«'- part in 
the seventh biennial election held under Kscannba's council- 
mana.uer plan charter, which was adopted by tlie people Aug. 
29. I*.)21. 
The first election under the new charter was held 
Aprii :’>. 1922, m arkin g an epoch which divorced city govern- 
iriont from factionalism and politics. 


Keen interest preceded the selection of the firs! five 
councilmon-at-large back in 1922. 
There were 19 candidates 
for tlie five positions, and the election brought out 1,58") 
votes, in spite of a drizzling April rain which continued for 
th e greater part of the day. 


In the 12 years since it has been in effect, Kscanaba has 
seen six city councils chosen by the people to run the affairs 
of the city. 
Nomination is by petition, anybody can run, and 
enough responsible citizens have always come forward to 
provide good pickings. 
Tlie voters go to the polls and each 
voter makes his own selection, a simple task that comes eas­ 
ily within his intormation and the range of his convictions. 
rl lie citizen who has voted the same ticket for 10 years, there­ 
by blindly endorsing any party hack the inner clique offered, 
votes lor men whose political connections he may not even 
know ; choosing in his own individual way the candidates 
he favors, 
lie can choose freely for two reasons, for his can­ 
didates are not to be an yth in g but representatives, and the 
question ol w h eth er the candidates are skilled in municipal 
technique need not enter into consideration. 


So laboring men, clerks, bankers, merchants and profes­ 
sional men, who were never “ in politics” before, have f o u n d 1; 
their way to the Escanaba city council, just because they j 
enjoyed a wide acquaintance and wore widely trusted.

T he: eouncil-manager plan in Kscanaba has been the mod-i 
ern method of business organization adapted to g o v e r n m e n t .1 
'The city “stockholders” or voters, choose a “ board of direc­ 
tors" or council, and the latter hires a general m an ager to 
run the business. 
fl his, in brief, is 11k eouncil-manager form i 
of governm ent as Kscanaba has seen it efficiently 
demon-! 
strated in the years of municipal progress since that first 
election in 1922.

When Eseanaba voters go to the polls Monday to choose 


two members of the city council they will be taking part in 
the seventh biennial election held under Escanaba's" council- 
manager plan charter, which was adopted by the people Aug. 
29, 1921. The first election under the new charter was hefd 
April 3, 1922, marking- an epoch which divorced city govern- 
ment from factionalism and politics. 


Keen interest preceded the selection of the first five 


councilmen-at-larore back, in 1922. There were 19 candidates 
for the five positions, and the election brought out 4,585 
votes, in spite of a drizzling- April him which continued'for 
the greater part of the day. 


In the 12 years since it has been in effect, Eseanaba has 


seen six city councils chosen by the people to run the affairs 
of the city. Nomination is by petition, anybody can run, and 
enough responsible citizens have always come forward to 
provide good pickings. The voters go to the polls and each 
voter makes his own selection, a simple task that comes eas- 
ily with m his information arid the range of his convictions. 
The citizen who has voted the same ticket for 40 years, there- 
by^blindly endorsing any party hack the inner clique offered, 
votes for men whose political connections he may not'even 
know; choosing in his own individual way the candidates 
lie favors, lie can choose freely for two reasons, for his can- 
uidates are not to be anything but representatives, and the 
question of whether the candidates are skilled in municipal 
technique need not enter into consideration. 


So laboring men, clerks, bankers, merchants and profes- 


sional men, who were never "in politics" before, have found 
their way to the Eseanaba city council, just because they 
enjoyed a wide acquaintance and were widely trusted. 


The council-manager plan in Eseanaba lias been the mod- 


ern method of business organization adapted to government. 
The city /'stockholders" or voters, choose a "board of direc- 
tors" or council, and the latter hires a general manager to 
run the business. This, in brief, is the council-manager form 
of government as Eseanaba has seen it efficiently 
derrion- 


strated in the years of municipal progress since'that first 
election in 1922.
